London, April 12.—The British steamer Wayfarer, a vessel 


of 9,599 tons displacement, was the latest victim of the Ger- 
man submarine warfare and is the largest ship to be torpedoed 
and'sunk since the war began.

The announcement of the loss of the Warferer was made in 


an official statement by the British admiralty shortly after the 
news was received of the destruction of the small British 
steamer Guernsey, while she was attempting to" escape from 
a German submarine in the English channel. 


The Guernsey was bound from the Channel Islands with a 


cargo for England and was wrecked Friday night while at- 
tempting to run away from, a submarine, supposed to be the ( 
German U-31. The Guernsey crashed full speed on the rocks; 
almost in the shadow of a lighthouse that has been darkened;
